SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JUNE 1937 AND IN RECENT 
QUARTERLY PERIODS 


The total volume of traffic in the foreign trade at 
United Kingdom ports during the period January—J une 
1937 exceeded that in the first half of 1936 by 60 
million tons net, or 5-4 per cent., and was greater than 
in any corresponding period since 1930. The total of 
the arrivals and departures of British tonnage during 
the same period was the highest since 1931. For the 
month of June only the aggregate movement of ton- 
nage at United Kingdom ports in the foreign and coast- 
ing trades was greater than in any previous month of 
June for which comparable statistics are available (i.e. 
since 1923). " 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during June 1937 with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival was 7,663,000 tons, being 134,000 tons (1°8 
per cent.) more than in June 1936. Among the princi- 
pal nationalities the only increase of importance was in 
British tonnage, which was higher by 155,000 tons 
(3 per cent.), while Italian and Spanish vessels con- 
tributed largely to the rise of 96,000 tons (8 per cent.) 
shown for “‘ Other Nationalities.’’ United States ton- 
nage declined by 76,000 tons (18 per cent.) and de- 
creases of 20,000 tons (5 per cent.), 17,000 tons (4 per 
cent.) and 12,000 tons (5 per cent.), respectively, were 
recorded for Norwegian, German and French vessels. 
About 61 per cent. of the net tonnage that arrived with 
cargo in June 1937 was British, as against 60 per cent. 
a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 3,263,000 tons, an increase compared 
with June 1936 of 390,000 tons, or 13°6 per cent. 
British tonnage was higher by 220,000 tons (12 per 
cent.), French by 119,000 tons (43 per cent.) and Ger- 
man by 20,000 tons (10 per cent.), while the only de- 
creases were in Dutch and Norwegian tonnage, which 
declined by 25,000 tons (14 per cent.) and 12,000 tons 
(9 per cent.), respectively. The British proportion of

Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during June 1937 from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
6,382,000 tons, being 819,000 tons (14°7 per cent.) more 
than in June 1936. The tonnage under each of the 
principal flags was greater than a year earlier, nearly 
one-half of the total net increase being in British ton- 
nage, which rose by 404,000 tons (11 per cent,). 
French, Norwegian and Dutch tonnage increased by J 
71,000 tons (20 per cent.), 35,000 tons (18 per cent.) 
and 25,000 tons (11 per cent.), respectively, and most 
of the large increase of 258,000 tons (36 per cent.) re- 
corded for ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’’ was shared by Greek, 
Belgian, Spanish, Italian and Finnish vessels. The 
British share of the total tonnage that departed with 
cargo was about 62 per cent. in June 1987, as against 
64 per cent. a year earlier. 






























The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 4,649,000 tons and exceeded the total for June 
1936 by 193,000 tons (43 per cent.). British tonnage 
rose by 283,000 tons (11 per cent.) and French by 
57,000 tons (35 per cent.), but decreases were recorded 
for all the other principal nationalities ; Dutch tonnage 
declined by 45,000 tons (17 per cent.), Norwegian by 
39,000 tons (12 per cent.) and United States by 31,000 
tons (14 per cent.). The British proportion of the total 
net tonnage that departed in ballast increased from 
56 per cent. in June 1936 to 59 per cent. in June 1987, 
while of the total British tonnage that departed the 
proportion in ballast was the same (41 per cent.) in both 
months.

FOREIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND 
CLEARANCES DURING THE LAST 
FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
yessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each 
of the last five quarterly periods appear on page 186. 
Entrances with cargo in the June quarter were 59 per 
cent, higher than a year earlier and constituted a record 
for a second quarter, while clearances with cargo in- 
creased by 11-9 per cent. and were the highest for any 
quarter since the last of 1930. As regards vessels in 
ballast, entrances were 15:7 per cent., and clearances 
55 per cent. higher than in the second quarter of 1936. 


Statistics relating to the entrances and clearances 
with cargo from and to British countries and foreign 
countries show that the proportion of the tonnage 
entered and cleared with cargo at United Kingdom 
ports from and to other parts of the British Empire 
decreased from 26°7 and 25-2 per cent., respectively, 
in the June quarter of 1936 to 25:0 and 23:1 per cent., 
respectively, last quarter. 


Compared with the second quarter of 1936, the 
British tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo 
rose by 68 and 88 per cent., respectively, and apart 
from smal] decreases in the case of Norwegian tonnage 
entered and United States tonnage cleared, there were 
increases last quarter in both entrances and clearances 
with cargo for all the other principal nationalities 
shown in the table. The largest proportionate increase

was in respect of German clearances (over 20 per cent.). 
German, French, Norwegian and Dutch clearances 
were greater last quarter than in any other quarter 
under review. 


For the majority of the trading areas the tonnage 
both entered and cleared with cargo was higher last 
quarter than in the second quarter of 1936, the tonnage 
entered from five of these areas and that cleared to four 
being also greater than in any intervening quarter. 
Comparing the two June quarters, more than one-half 
of the total net increase in the entrances, and about 
three-fourths of that in the clearances with cargo re- 
lated to vessels trading with countries in Europe or on 
the Mediterranean Sea, and it may be noted that ex- 
ports of coal to the majority of those countries, notably 
France, Italy, Egypt, Sweden and Belgium, were con- 
siderably greater than a year earlier. The tonnage both 
entered and cleared with cargo from and to ‘* North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ was also considerably 
higher, and there was a substantial rise in the tonnage 
entered with cargo from ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, 
India,’’ which may be associated with greater ship- 
ments of refined petroleum from Iran. Smaller in- 
creases were recorded in the entrances with cargo from 
‘* West Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ 
and *‘ South America—Atlantic Coast.’’ The only de- 
crease of importance was in the tonnage entered with 
cargo from Australasia, resulting in part from reduced 
imports of wheat from Australia. Entrances and 
clearances with cargo from and to ‘‘ Eastern Asia and 
Islands in the Pacific ’’ last quarter were in each case 
less than in any other quarter under review.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE

informed by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Aus- 
tralia that the Commonwealth Minister of Trade and 
Customs has referred to the Tariff Board the question 
of the necessity for any alteration in the duty on 
internal combustion engines up to and_ including 
100 h.p. (other than marine and motor vehicle engines).

In addition to the Customs duties, primage duties 
are levied at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem under 
the British Preferential Tariff and of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem under the Intermediate and General Tariffs.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for 
the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND Monsoon 
Calcutta, 1 August.—General rain fell in Konkan and 
North Hyderabad on two days and in Orissa, Central India 
and Mysore on one day. The monsoon is active. 


Cror ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, 24 July.—Rainfall has been very heavy along the 
West coast, heavy in the Deccan and moderate in the 
Circars. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is going on. 

Bihar, 26 July.—Light to moderate rain has fallen, except 
in Darbhanga and Bhagalpur. More rain is badly needed, 
generally to assist agricultural operations. Crops, includ- 
ing sugarcane, are in not too good condition owing to in- 
sufficient rain. The sowing of bhadoi and Aghani paddy is 
not proceeding satisfactorily, and paddy seedlings are 
withering in places. 

Orissa, 26 July.—Rainfall has been general, being heavy 
in Cuttack and Puri and rivers are flooded. The weather 
has been favourable for the jute, til and cotton crops, which 
are thriving. Sugarcane is in fair condition. 

Punjab, 26 July.—General rain has fallen with a maxi- 
mum of 10-31 inches in Gurdaspur and a minimum of 0-03 
inch in Ambala. Crops are in average to good condition, 
though insects and heavy rain have damaged juar and 
cotton in Dera Ghazi Khan. 

Central Provinces, 24 July.—Heavy rain has fallen, a 
maximum of 13-29 inches being recorded. Crop germination 
is good. 

Reker, 31 July.—Sufficient rain has fallen and the out- 
look for crops is good. 

Sind, 31 July.—General rain has fallen. Khariff is doing 
well, and the sowing of juar and paddy continues. 

Assam, 2 August.—The weather has been seasonable ; in- 
sufficient rain has fallen. Crop prospects are fair. 

Bengal, 28 July.—Moderate to heavy rain has facilitated 
the transplanting of winter paddy, but more rain is needed. 
Autumn crops are progressing. The outlook for crops 
generally is satisfactory.—Trade Commissioner for India in 
London.

SIAM 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS IN 
1935-86 


Although Siam, since the abdication of King Prajadhipok 
in March 1935, has suffered no acute political crisis, there 
is undoubtedly a feeling in commercial circles that political 
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conditions are not yet settled, *writes H.M. Consul-Genergj 
at Bangkok. To attempt to analyse this feeling, or 
discuss whether it amounts to more than a vague appre. 
hension of what Cabinet changes might bring in thei 
train, would be to embark on a disquisition for which this 
is not the place: the point is that the feeling exists. The 
local businessman, who is rarely Siamese, does not go 
clearly the place he is to fill in the polity of the count 

and he is consequently disinclined to sink capital in it, 

Now Siam is a well-to-do country, but its wealth ig the 
State’s—not the people’s. Among its 13 million odd inhabj. 
tants there are to-day few really rich men. It is no dis. 
paragement of Siam or of the Siamese to say that, if the 
country wishes to industrialise itself or to develop itself 
commercially, it will need foreign capital. Furthermore, 
even if local industries and manufactures are opened up, 
there will still be reason for the existence of the importer, 
On grounds of price it is probable that imports yi] 
mainly come from Japan, for there is no gainsaying that 
Japanese goods are an important factor in the local trade 
and a visible feature of the bazaars, or that cheapness is 
appreciated by a populace whose purchasing power is low, 
But, as is shown in the Consul-General’s Report, the share 
of Japan in Siam trade is not so overwhelming as one js 
often led to imagine. 

As regards trade generally importers congratulate then. 
selves that there has been no very serious number of failures 
in the bazaar. The rice crop suffered from lack of rain, 
but prices were higher. The teak market improved very 
appreciably. 


ForEIGN TRADE 


Although during the past year there was no great change 
in the general trade outlook the atmosphere is on the whole 
clearer, and conditions are not quite so difficult. Siam 
was visited during 1936 by officially-sponsored economic 
missions from Japan, China and Germany. 

The amount of rice, the all-important product, exported 
in 1935-36 (25-03 million standard piculs of 60 kilograms) 
was 8-67 million piculs less than in 1934-35, while the value 
fell by 7-6 million to 90 million ticals. Improvement of 
quality and discovery of new markets are the chief 
desiderata of the rice trade. Altogether exporters had some 
reason for thankfulness in that prices improved over the 
previous year’s and that the drop in total value was no 
heavier. 

The export of teak touched just over 5 million tes., a 
better figure than for any of the four previous years. The 
teak industry, in which so much British capital has been 
sunk, has lately passed through a period of darkness, but 
prices are much better now. 

Rubber shows a respectable advance of 8 million kilograms 
and 39 million tes. to a total export of 31-22 million 
kilograms and 13-22 million tes. 

The falling off in exports of buffaloes and cattle, due to 
the incidence of disease and consequent prohibition of 
import into neighbouring markets, is especially notable. 
Steps are being taken to remedy this state of affairs, and 
favourable results are already apparent. The item of 
39 million duck’s eggs exported to Singapore is quaint. 

The import figures for 1935-36 afford interesting and 
useful indications of the trend of popular taste. The 
quantity of biscuits, for instance, imported was nearly 
double that of the previous year. The United Kingdom 
was again easily first among the countries of origin. The 
value of imported margarine increased by over 50 per cent., 
the Philippines sending nearly the whole of this increase. 
Sardines rose in value from approximately 226,000 tes. to 
425,000 tcs., of which the Japanese had by far the greatest 
shares. The Siamese used not to care for milk, but in 
1935-36 canned milk was imported to the value of 2-8 million 
tes., or 0-3 million tes. more than in the year before. Over 
five million more kilograms of sugar were imported, but the 
value—3-5 million tcs.—was less by 0-3 million tcs. Beer 
is still a notable import among alcoholic beverages; and, 
although popular brands are brewed in Bangkok, imported 
beer reached a value of 336,478 tcs., to which Japan con- 
tributed 196,176 tcs. and Singapore 54,164 tes. The import 
of sewing machines nearly doubled its value. 

That local standards of living are tending more and more 
to approximate to those of the outside world is shown by 
the circumstances that more hosiery, cosmetics, boots and 
shoes, towels, handkerchiefs, and more clocks and watches 
were imported; though less toilet soap came in—possibly 
because there is a local manufacture, as there is a growing 
one of toilet preparations—and fewer hats and caps.

] July and may be prolonged tacitly for further periods of 
a year, unless denounced two months before the date of 
expiry.

“bolting cloth,’’ and artificial silk waste.— 


(i) The appropriate forms of entry for these goods are :— 
No. 22 (Sale) for goods upon which duty is to be paid 
ex ship.

No. 46a (Sale) for goods to be warehoused at another 
port or place. 


These forms may be purchased either from H.M. Stationery 
Office, or from any Agent for the sale of Customs Forms. 


(ii) The goods must be prescribed in the entry under the 
appropriate tariff heading (see paragraph 1) and in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Import and Export List. 


(iii) The entry must include a statement of the net 
weight, in pounds and ounces, of the contents of each indi- 
vidual package in the consignment. 

(iv) To facilitate Customs examination, the invoice for 
the goods (or a copy to be certified by the Customs Officer 
after comparison with the original) should be attached to 
every entry. 

5. Entries for other goods.— 

(i) The appropriate forms of entry for goods not men- 
tioned in paragraph 4 are :— 

No. 107 (Sale) for goods upon which duty is to be 
paid ex ship. 

No. 108 (Sale) for goods to be warehoused at the port 
of importation. 

No. 109 (Sale) for goods to be warehoused at another 
port or place. 


These forms may be purchased either from H.M. 
Stationery Office, or from any Agent for the sale of Customs 
Forms. 


(ii) The goods must be described in the entry under the 
appropriate tariff heading (see paragraph 1), and in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Import and Export List. 


(iii) The value of the goods must be declared on the entry 
in all cases. In addition, in cases in which the duty may be 
chargeable by reference to weight or to weight and area, the 
weight in pounds and ounces and (where necessary) the 
number of square yards must also be stated on the entry 
in sufficient detail to enable the duty on individual articles 
to be determined. Where the goods are articles for which 
there is an alternative charge by reference to value or 
weight (i.e. articles of apparel, etc.), the entry must show 
clearly whether or not the several articles contain any silk, 
as distinct from artificial silk. 

(iv) With the entry must be produced the invoice for the 
goods (or a copy to be certified by the Customs Officer after 
comparison with the original) and the documents showing 
what charges have been incurred in respect of freight, insur- 
ance, etc. 


(v) Where a package contains goods put up in separate 
units or in internal containers (e.g. hanks or reels of yarn, 
rolls of tissue or boxes of ribbons), the entry should also 
include a statement as to the number and description of the 
separate units, with the net weight (and, if necessary, area) 
of each, or of the contents of the internal containers, with 
the net weight (and, if necessary, area) contained in each. 
Where a package contains a number of uniform units or in- 
ternal containers, it will suffice if the total number and 
the total net weight (and, if necessary, area) are stated. 


(vi) Where the goods consist of yarn or tissues of silk or 
artificial silk mixed with each other or with other textile 
fibres the entry must, in addition to the other particulars 
shown above, include a statement of the percentage propor- 
tion of the weight of the silk o1 artificial silk to the net 
weight of the yarn or tissue. This information should also 
appear upon the invoice (cf. sub-paragraph (iv) above) ; 
and where materials of varying composition are included 
in one consignment the information must be given for each 
description of material. 

(vii) Where goods are claimed to be liable to duty at either 


the 25 per cent. or the 12 per cent. rate (or the correspond- 
ing alternative rates on a weight basis), the invoice must 
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contain information as to the proportion of the value of the 
ne materials accounted for by silk and/or artificig) 
silk. 

(viii) The value of any imported goods for the purpose of 
ad valorem duty is defined in Section 10 of the Finance Act 
1935, to which reference should be made. Briefly stated. 
this value is the price which the goods would fetch on a sale 
in the open market at the time of importation, if the goods 
were delivered to the buyer at the port or place of importa. 
tion, freight, insurance, commission and all other costs 
charges and expenses incidental to the making of the cop. 
tract of sale and the delivery of the goods at that port or 
place (except any duties of Customs) having been paid by 
the seller. : 


6. Assessment of Specific Duties by Weight.—All these 
specific duties are chargeable on net weight, clear of lj 
packings, external and internal. Duty is levied on the ful] 
net weight of ‘‘ loaded ”’ silks, including the weight of the 
added loading. Eastern tissues are chargeable on their ful] 
weight. In the case of other tissues and yarns of silk or 
artificial silk mixed with other textile fibres the weight 
of such other textile fibres is excluded from the weight for 
duty. 


7. Determination of Rate of Duty applicable in the case 
of ‘‘ Other Articles.’’—It is to be noted that while the duty 
is chargeable on the value of the article as a whole, the rate 
of duty chargeable is determined by the proportion borne 
by (a) the value of the silk and/or artificial silk component 
to (b) the aggregate of the values of all the components of 
the article including the silk and/or artificial silk con. 
ponent. 

In the case of component parts consisting wholly of silk 
and/or artificial silk, and parts consisting wholly of other 
materials, the value to be declared is the value of those 
parts at the stage when they were shaped and ready to be 
used by the worker who incorporated them in the finished 
article, and must include all costs and profits accruing in 
respect of them individually up to that stage of manufacture. 
In the case of component parts which are made of material 
of mixed composition, partly silk and partly not silk, the 
values to be declared are the separate values of the silk 
and the non-silk elements at the latest stage in which they 
were in an unmixed form, ready to be used by the worker 
who incorporated them into the material; and must include 
all costs and profits accruing in respect of them up to that 
point of manufacture. No portion of the cost of designing 
or making up the complete article from the component parts 
must be included in the value of any component. 


8. Accessories dutied separately.—Ribbons, cords, strings, 
etc., tied round or ‘‘ threaded ”’ in articles are dealt with by 
themselves for purposes of assessment of duty in all cases 
where the ribbon, etc., is not an integral part of the article 
but is merely an accessory. This applies irrespective of 
whether the article tied or threaded with a ribbon, etc., is 
itself liable to silk or artificial silk duty, as being wholly 
or partly of silk or artificial silk, or not; if that article is 
liable to such duty, the charge will be upon the article 
without the ribbon, etc. But where ribbon, etc., is an 
integral part of the article, the whole article is within the 
category of ‘‘ other articles made wholly or in part of silk 
or artificial silk ’’? and is chargeable accordingly. 


9. Transit and Transhipment.—Goods imported for transit 
or transhipment (i.e., for immediate re-exportation from 
another port, or the same port, respectively) may pass under 
bond, no duty being paid. 


10. Goods imported by Post.—Dutiable goods may be 
imported by Parcel Post, Small Packets Post, Insured Box 
Post, or by Letter Post under the ‘‘ Green Label ” system 
from the Irish Free State and from countries abroad. Their 
importation by any Letter Post from the Channel Islands, or 
from the Irish Free State and countries abroad by Letter 
Post except under the ‘‘ Green Label ’’ system, or, with 
certain exceptions, by Printed Paper, Commercial Paper 
or Sample Post is prohibited. 

Arrangements have, however, been made with the consent 
of the Postmaster-General for the importation by Sample 
Post of bona fide trade samples of certain classes of silk and 
artificial silk goods. Details of these arrangements are given 
in Notice No. 140, copies of which may be obtained on 
application to the Secretary, Custom House, London, E.C.3. 


11. Samples.—Bona fide trade samples addressed by 
foreign sellers to brokers or wholesale merchants in this 
country and intended for the purpose of securing orders 
from the latter may be imported free of duty within the 
limits indicated below.

under Tariff Item 529, with effect on and after 26 February 
1937. 


The effective duty in respect of United Kingdom goods 
is, therefore, 14% per cent. ad valorem.

URUGUAY 
TREATMENT OF 
PRINTING 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’’ of 8 April concerning regulations for the duty- 
free importation of newsprint into Uruguay, the Board of 
Trade have now received a copy of a Decree, dated 
19 March, published in the ‘ Diario Oficial’? of 7 April, 
which provides, inter alia, that whenever the width of the 
spools (bobinas) exceeds 54 cms. imported paper for printing 
must be cleared under Item 176 of the ‘‘ Stationery”’ 
Section of the Customs Tariff at a duty of 8 per cent. plus 
surtaxes on a valuation of 0-14 pesos per kilo gross. The 
requirement to bear a watermark or filigrane is extended 
to paper for printing books.

DUTY ON MOTOR CARS: CHANGE TO WEIGHT 
BASIS 


H.M. Representative at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, 
that a Decree, published on 16 July, provides that the 
Customs duties on motor cars, weighing up to 1,600 kilogs., 
on importation into Uruguay, shall be assessed, during the 
next three years, on a weight basis (subject to a minimum 
duty of 280 pesos) instead of on their declared value as 
hitherto. 

It is understood that the Decree does not affect the 
Customs Tariff treatment of motor lorries.

TURKEY 
MODIFICATIONS OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 29 July (page 170), the Boarg 
of Trade have now received full details of the modifications in the Turkish Customs Tariff authorised by Decree No, 2/7005 
of 15 July 1937. Details of the increases and reductions are given in Tables I. and IT. annexed hereto, As regards the 
increases shown in Table I. it should be explained that the basic duties of the Turkish Customs Tariff are in certain 
instances subject to percentage reductions under Commercial Agreements between Turkey and various foreign countrieg 
to which United Kingdom goods are entitled under the “ most-favoured nation”’ provisions of the United Kingdom— 
Turkey Commercial Agreement of 1930. The duties so reduced previously and at present in force are shown in the third 
and fourth columns of Table I., and there are a few items noted in Table II. which are also subject to conventional 
reductions. In addition, under the Turco—German Commercial Agreement, increases in basic rates cannot apply to 
German goods until nine months after the promulgation of the decree enforcing the increased rates. In consequence jg 
the cases of items marked with an asterisk, the rates shown in the third column of Table I. will remain in force untij 
15 April 1938, whereafter the rates in the fourth column will apply. This concession, of course, applies inter alia tg 
United Kingdom goods.

H.M. Representative at Istanbul has forwarded a copy 
of Law No. 3264, of 15 June, by virtue of which the Customs 
duties on Paraffin and Petrol have been reduced from 
£T.13:50 and £T.12, respectively, to £T.6 per 100 kgs. 
(Tariff Nos. 695 C. and D.). The reduction was published 
and enforced from 15 June 1937 and as from the same date 
the consumption tax on petrol was reduced from 4-15 piastres 
to 2-50 piastres per kilog.
